There’s an old song with a 
memorable saying in its 
refrain: ‘‘The best things in 
life are free.’’ 

The lyrics refer to the 
great outdoors — the beauty 
of stars, a hike up a 
mountain or the sound of the 
surf. 

Nature’s gifts are free to 
enjoy, but when it comes to 
man-made institutions, there 
is a different old saying that 
fits the bill: ‘‘There’s no 
such thing as a free lunch.” 

That adage applies to 
no-load mutual funds. A lot 
of people select this type of 
investment believing that 
“no load’’ means “‘no cost 
If you're one of those 
investors, you may want to 
compare the cost to buy 
versus the cost to own 

Sales fees — the cost to 
buy — are a one-time 
expense. Annual expenses — 
the cost to own — are 
ongoing and take the biggest 
bite over the long run 

Every mutual fund has 
expenses. The most obvious 
are fees paid to the fund’s 
investment adviser, as well 
as marketing, advertising 
and distribution charges 
Other fees include normal 
operating costs, such as 
office space, staff and 
equipment. Such expenses 
are not charged directly to a 
shareholder’s account, but 
are deducted from the fund’s 
assets, 

This means that there is 
less money for shareholder 
returns. Lower expenses 
result in more money for 
shareholders over the long 

term. 















Although no-load funds 
may not charge an up-front 
fee, their annual expenses 
can have a significant 
negative impact on your 
return, so it’s important to 
consider carefully the 
annual expenses of any type 
of fund. 

‘You can find information 
about a fund’s expenses in 
the condensed financial 
information of the 
prospectus or in the fund’s 
annual report. It’s generally 
described as the ‘‘ratio of 
expense to average net 
assets’’ and is listed for 
current and past years 


The average industry 
expense ratio for a growth 
fund is 1.46 percent, as 
calculated by 
CDA/Wiesenberger. The 
average growth-and-income 
fund is 1.42 percent, and for 
taxable fixed-income funds, 
it is 1.19 percent. Statistics 
from Lipper Analytical 
Services show the average 
no-load fund has an expense 
ratio of 1.32 percent 

If you are considering a 
fund with a 2 percent 
expense ratio, which is quite 
common, look for that added 
expense to eat into your 
profits. For example, 
compare two funds. 

Fund A has a .05 percent 
annual expense and Fund 
B’s annual expense is 2 

rcent. Each earns a 
hypothetical 15 percent 
average compound total 


return over a five-year 
period. For a $10,000 
investment, Fund A’s 
expenses would be $365 over 
the period, but Fund B’s 
would be $1,460. 

Annual expenses are an 
annual ‘‘deduction’’ from 
your fund’s performance. If 
a.no-load mutual fund has a 
higher expense ratio than a 
load fund, you may not be 
saving money over the long 
run. 


Over meaningful periods 
of time, the advantage of 
low annual expenses will 


easily overcome the up-front 


sales charge, even ore

was tested by a family that | 
uses other packaged rice 
dishes.

“It cooked up real nic 
but wasn’t as cheesey 
expected from reading 
box. It had a very, very | 
slight spicy taste that didn’t 
go over well at first with 
my young son, though he 
ended eating quite a bit by | 
the end,’’ he said. | 
His younger daughter had | 
no problem with its flavor 
She ‘‘ate every bit of what 
I put on her plate, so the 
taste wasn’t too s y for 
her.”’ 
The tester likes hot 
flavors, so he added pepper 
sauce to his own serving 
He thought ‘‘it would be a 
dandy side dish for any 
meal, particularly one with 
a Mexican flavor.’’ 
The test of Old El Paso 
Spanish rice according to 
the microwave directions 
went well. Because the rice 
needs to absorb the liquid, 
cooking time is about the 
same by either method 

“Tt was particularly 
pretty, with pieces of green 
and red pepper. I found it a 
little soupy at first. It wa: 
better when it was left to 
sit. It sure couldn’t be 
easier for the looks 
though,”’ she said. 

The spice aroma was 
familiar to her. She thought 
it might be more like a 
package of taco seasoning. 

“T guess the price is OK 
if you take the seasoning 
into account with the rice 
and the attractive looks of 
the finished dish, but 
otherwise it seems a little 
steep,’’ she said. 

Another tested a packet 
of Lipton Spanish rice and 
sauce (75 cents). She called 
it ‘‘medium”’ in seasoning.

Intrigue gets 


high-tech 
engine it 
deserves

Now that 
Oldsmobile’s 
Intrigue is finally 
available with 
the 3.5-liter, twin: 
cam V-6 engine it 
so richly 
deserves, this 
mid-size sedan’s 
maturity is on 
par with its com- 
petitors. 

Think of it as 
Aurora Jr. 

The Intrigue’s 
muscular sheet 
metal certainly 
bears a strong 
resemblance to 
the Aurora, and 
now, with the 
new engine, it 
drives like it, 
too. The Intrigue initially was intro- 
duced with a 3.8-liter, 3800 Series IT V-6 
whose overhead-valve design, however 
efficient, lacked the high-tech sophisti- 
cation necessary to be competitive with 
the best in this segment. While per- 
formance was more than adequate, the 
3800 seems old-fashioned compared to 
the V-6 engines offered by Toyota, 
Honda and Nissan. 

Enter the Premium V-6. This all-alu- 
minum power plant has a lot in com- 
mon with the Aurora V-8, although 
Oldsmobile’s engineers insist the 
Premium V-6 is more than just an 
Aurora V-8 with two cylinders cut off. 
It cranks out 215 horsepower, 230 
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pound-feet of torque, has four valves 
per cylinder, and each spark plug has 
its own ignition coil. A thermoplastic 
intake manifold is designed to enhance 
both low-speed response and top-end 
power. 

This engine currently is a $395 option 
on the GX and GL models, and stan- 
dard on the new GLS, a top-line model 
with standard leather seats, wood-grain 
trim, steering wheel controls, CD play- 
er_and electrochromic rearview mirror. 

In time, it will replace the 3800 in all 
Intrigues, and will find its way into 
fibre Oldsmobile and GM products as 
well. 

Aside from its smooth power and will- 
ing demeanor, other highlights of this 

ngine are 

‘amshafts are driven by a series of 
chains, which should, according to 
Oldsmobile, provide lifetime durability 
because they never need to be 
Teplaced, unlike toothed rubber timing 
pelts. 


Accessories are mounted directly on 
the engine for less noise. 

A “limp home” mode enables the 
engine to run without damage in case 
of a loss of coolant. 

A computer predicts the real life of 
the oil based on driving habits. 

On the road, this engine is a jewel. 
Not only does it sound great, but it 
moves oul smartly from a stop and 
gathers speed almost as quickly as the 

urora with its larger V-8. Oldsmobile 
says it hits 60 mph in 7.8 seconds, a 
couple of tenths quicker than the 
Camry and Maxima 

The electronically controlled 4T65E 
transmission is the perfect mate, and it 
shifts with consummate ease. : 

Even though the Intrigue shares its 
109-inch wheelbase with the Pontiac

Grand Prix, it feels like a much differ- 
ent car. The Grand Prix is sharper and 
firmer, more aggressive. The Intrigue, 
targeted at imports, meets them on 
their Own sround with a ride that is 
supple anc pleasant without undermin- 
ing its ability to handle high-speed road. 
work. 

The Autobahn package of H-speed- 
rated tires and heavy-duty brakes com- 
ponents is now optional on the base GX 
in addition to the GL and GLS. 

The Intrigue’s interior design reflects 
the fact that Oldsmobile sees imported 
cars as its chief competitor. The instru- 
ment panel reflects a restrained 
approach. Gauges are attractive and 
simple. Secondary controls such as the 
radio and heating/cooling have large, 
easy-to-grab knobs that operate smooth- 
ly and have a quality fee! 

A thick-rimmed, leather-wrapped 
steering wheel gives the driver confi- 
dence and reinforces the notion that the 
Intrigue is targeted at driving enthusi- 
asts. Our test car’s bucket front seats, 
covered in leather, were handsome as 
well as providing a wide range of sup- 


rt. 

The addition of the Premium V-6 
cures the Intrigue’s only shortcomin 
relative to its import competitors. This 
engine uses regular, rather than premi- 
um, fuel and its larger size (3.5-liter vs 
3.0-liter in most of the competition) 
enables it to return better performance 
with similar fuel economy. 

The base price of our GL test car was 
$22,575. Options included leather seats, 
Bose CD player, trunk-mounted 12-disc 
CD changer, twin-cam V-6 and the 
Autobahn package. 

The sticker price was $25,885. 

The standard warranty is for three 
years or 36,000 miles. 





Early auto companies missed 
today’s “corporate welfare”

More than 650 automobile companies were started in Missouri 
and Illinois after the dawn of the automobile age, mostly in the 
early years of 20th century 

About 530 Illinois car companies are listed in “The Standard 
Catalog of American Cars, 1805-1942.” Chicago was the base of 337 
of them, and other efforts were started in Alton (the Dorsett car) 
and Belleville (Diebold and Heinzelman). Jacksonville was the 
home of a car called the Hall Gasoline Trap, and Springfield 
claimed eight fledgling manufacturers. 

Missouri shows up in old publications as the base of more than 
150 automobile builders, with 115 of them in St, Louis. Baden 
offered a Baden car, and a St. Charles was built in St. Charles. 
Herculaneum was the home of the Grensfelder. 

St. Louis cars included the Anheuser-Busch, Automotorette, Bluff 
Climber, Chicopee, Everybody’s, Little Red Devil, Success, Tower 
Grove, Winner, and of course Louis 

Many of these companies never actually sold a vehicle, and most 
were out of business by the end of the Great Depression. In those 
days, companies had to succeed on their own, without government 
assistance. 

What if these companies were getting started today, when so 
much assistance is available? We might have cars coming out of 
our ears. And maybe the shed across the street 

A series in Time magazine says the federal government spends

cal contributions, wrote letters to legislators and created voter 
campaigns using words like “jobs,” “fairness” and “family values,” 
think of the possibilities. 

Business Week, saying “the pork is staggering,” wrote that corpo- 
rate money spent on fovernment lobbying now may create a higher 
return on investment than money spent on product research an 
production equipment 

Many people wouldn’t like the noise and pollution created by 
community car plants, but waving campaign checks and the * 
word would repel opposition like a vampire from garlic.

When someone thinks of 
children’s residential services 
for boys in North County, one 
place immediately pops to 
mind 

Father Dunne’s News Boys 
Home, 853 Dunn Road, directly 
behind St. Thomas 
Aquinas-Mercy High School in 
Florissant, has been serving 
the area since its inception in 
north St. Louis by Father 
Peter Dunne in 1906. 

‘‘He had witnessed the street 
corner urchins selling 
newspapers on the streets 
during the newspaper daily 
circulation wars that existed at 
the turn of the century,’’ said 
Bruce Bradley, executive 
director at Father Dunne’s 
“He came to realize he was 
called by God to serve these 
kids.’’ 

The home was originally on 
Selby Place near downtown St 
Louis before moving to another 
city location at Washington 
and Garrison avenues. It 
moved to Florissant in 1986. 

Bradley said the home 
serves boys mainly between 
the ages of 13 and 18 

“The focus of the home has 
really been to provide a 
structured, caring, orderly, 
supportive environment for 
dependent, neglected, 
homeless, orphaned kids,’’ he 
said 

The boys who come into the 
home are there because of a 
wide range of reasons. 

“It's very diverse, ranging

from kids in some sort of 
relative care to situations 
where mom just needs a break 
for awhile,’’ Bradley said 

He said the definition of a 
homeless child is different 
today than it used to be 

“The classic example is 
dad’s in jail, and mom’s on 
crack,” he said 

Some of the kids stay a short 
period of time, while others 
are there for longer periods. 

“It really. depends upon the 
individual and the situation,’” 
Bradley said. ‘‘In some 
instances, a three- or 
four-month stay is appropriate, 
but for the other kids, this is 
the end of the line for them 
They will stay here~until they 
graduate from high school.”’ 

Bradley took over as 
executive director June 1, 
succeeding William Donley, 
who left after 18 years in the 
position. 

Bradley said the job so far 
has been everything he had 
hoped for. 

“It’s really been a wonderful 
place for me to utilize my 
skills and talents in trying, to 
solidify the organization and 
prepare it to move into the 
next century,’ he said 

Bradley, who lives in south 
St. Louis, came to Father 


Dunne’s after an eight-year 
stint as the director of 
personnel and training for the 
national office of Boys 
Hope/Girls Hope in St. Louis 

He thinks his background 
and love of children’s services 
is a perfect blend for his 
current job. 

*““My whole focus has always 
been working with children, 
youth and adolescents 
primarily in the areas of early 
intervention and prevention 
services,” he said. “I guess I 
really believe in trying to help 
kids now rather than dealing 
with some of the other costs 
associated with not dealing 
with them now, like prisons.”’ 

Bradley said the home’s rich 
history, which includes its 
longtime city location and the 
inspiration of the 1948 movie 
“Fighting Father Dunne,’ 
attracted him to the home. 

“Throughout the years, it 
has been own in the St. 
Louis community as a very 
special place for kids to be,”’ 
he said. 

As for the future, Bradley 
thinks Father Dunne’s has a 
bright one 

“One of the primary things 
we need to do is ask, ‘How do 
we draw upon the strengths of 
the past?”
